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Newsy Items From a Hustling Town 
on the Canadian Northern 
Railway. 


Chipman, Sept. 21—When 
Mackenzie and Mann purchased 
a townsite consisting of 240 acres 
of prairie lands on the line of 
their projected railway, twenty- 
eight miles east of Fort Saskatch- 
ewan, and called the place Chip- 
man, they displayed the keen 
judgment of railway men. Chip- 
man is not a large town as yet, 
but is centrally and conveniently 
located as far as the fertile and 
thriving districts of Wostok, To- 
field, Whitford, Andrew, Sol- 
mann, Ross Creek, Logan, Vic- 
toria and South Beaver Lake go. 
‘the mails for Tofield, Solmann, 
Ross Creek and Bardo go through 
Chipman, but as there are some 
changes to be made by the postal 
authorities on and after October 
first there will be some additions 
probably made to the list. 

The advantages of Chipman 
should not be overlooked by the 
C. N. R. magnates if their propos- 
ed branch to Strathcona comes to 
a head. By adopting the Chip- 
man-Strathcona route they would 
have a nearly straight line,would 
avoid the heavy grades of the 
Beaver Hills and would tap some 
of the finest agricultural districts 
of Alberta: Ross Creek, Clover 
Bar and Agricola. They would 
also more than hold their own in 
the Tofield district.
